1 . (currently amended) A method for decreasing the appetite of a n obese or 
overweight mammal comprising enterally administering to said mammal an amount 
of long-chain n-3 polyunsaturated fatty acid effective to decrease the appetite of 
said mammal, wherein the polyunsaturated fatty acid is administered in the form of 
a triacylglycerol to treat obesity or overweight in mammals that are obese or 
overweight. 



2. (previously presented) The method according to claim 1 wherein said long-chain 
n-3 polyunsaturated fatty acid comprises docosahexaenoic add. 



3. (previously presented) The method of claim 2 wherein said long-chain n-3 
polyunsaturated fatty acid is administered independent of arachidonicacld. 



4. (currently amended) The method according to claim 1 wherein said long-chain n- 
3 polyunsaturated fatty acid is administered dur i ng a growth phQGO to an infant, 
child, or adolescent prior to or in conjunction with an appetite-impacting stimulus. 



5. (previously presented) The method according to claim 1 wherein said long-chain 
n-3 polyunsaturated fatty acid is administered to an infant in a daily amount of 8 to 
396 mg/kg body weight. 



6. (previously presented) The method according to claim 1 wherein said long-chain 
n-3 polyunsaturated fatty add is administered to a child or an adult in a daily 
amount of 84 to 1 5,832 mg. 
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7. (currently amended) A method for modu l ating decreasing the appetite of an 
overweight or obese mammal comprising enterally administering to said mammal 
an amount of long-chain n-3 polyunsaturated fatty acid and an amount of long- 
chain n-6 polyunsaturated fatty acid in relative amounts effective to modulato 
decrease the appetite of said mammal, wherein the polyunsaturated fatty acids are 
administered in the form of a triacylglycerol to treat obesity or overweight in 
mammals that are obese or overweight. 

8. (previously presented) The method according to claim 7 wherein said tong-chain 
n-3 polyunsaturated fatty acid comprises docosahexaenoic acid and said long- 
chain n-6 polyunsaturated fatty acid comprises arachidonic acid. 

9. (currently amended) The method according to claim 7 wherein said long-chain n- 
3 polyunsaturated fatty acid is administered during a growth phaco to an infant, 
child, or adolescent prior to or in conjunction with an appetite-impacting stimulus. 

10. (previously presented) The method according to claim 7 wherein said long- 
chain n-3 polyunsaturated fatty acid is administered to an infant in a daily amount of 
8 to 396 mg/kg body weight. 

1 1 > (previously presented) The method according to claim 7 wherein said long- 
chain n-3 polyunsaturated fatty acid is administered to a child or an adult in a daily 
amount of 84 to 1 5,832 mg.
